But Mao had lived long 
enough without the support of 
Stulin to be unimpressed by 
the Russian dictators attemn's 
at dissuasion. He struck at the 
Nationalists ani won, 

Before the chance came for 
Stelin to fest his power and 
ceunring_against Mao, he diced. 

The story of Mno Tse-lung 
begins sixty-five years ago: in 
the Chinese province of Hunan, 
Mao was one of the four sons 
of a nt farmer. His 
ruthlessnesa and eetermination 
were inherited from his 
father who -Jet nothne sstand 
jn the way of his ambition ta 
find comfort and security in 
terms of material possessions. 

Mao and his brothers ‘were 
overworked, underfed and 
beaten | sadistically by thelr 
father. The old man, however, 
was determined tbat his sons 
should be more than mere 
peasants, and ns Soon as he 
could rfford [t he sent Mao away 
to get a classical Chinese 
education, 

it was at this carly stage of 
his Ulfe that Mano learned the 
important lesson that decisive 
{individual actlon impresses 2 
bully—even if {ft goes against 
his own interest-—much more 
than humility and acquiescence, 
For Mao abandoned lhe clossi~ 
cal educatlon bis father had 
chosen for him and ran oway 
to study in a “modern” school 
in o neighbouring district, Then 
the Interrupted his studies there 
fo join in the fighting during 
the 1911 Ohincse Revolution. 

And, curiously, throughout 
all this, his bullying, ambi'ous 
father --continued to support
